This Consulate of the United 
Stntes of America is not able to give 
pensions to former members of the 
Netherlands army under any ar- 
rangement with the authorities in 
London, and further this Consulate 
docs ‘not know of any possibility of 
persons getting to England or of the 
consequences: which might arise from 
requests on this subject. 

Nazi Complaint -:' 

"Vrij Nederland” quotes this In- 
cident as an Mlustratlon of the at- 
titude of the Dutch, It gives an ex~- 
tract from the Dutch Nazi party 
paper, which It says walls: 

“Many In our midst have numer 
ous methods to express themselves. 
Do they not wear as a token of thelr 
anti-German and‘ onti-Nazi feclings 
an R.A. emblem, This is the latest 
bulionhole-badge. We_know_ already. 
of the cut-out coins showing the 
Queen's head, the golden lion (the 
Dutch artillery emblem), and the 
flaming urrow. So perhaps soon we 
shall find these people who are 60 
stupid as to refuse to have anything 
to do with ‘the new era trying to 
wear red, white, and blue suits.”

Darlan can have no 
illusions about that, since he 
is getting orders from the 
Nazis every day, and curry- 
ing them out with a will, But 
he doesn’t care. If the only 
way to have power is to en- 
slave France under ‘the Nazis 
—that is all right by him. 
"But there is another thing. 
Bad judgment and personal 
ambition . are not quite the 
whole story. The other thing , 
is called fear. Darlan realises’ 
that not only his power, but 
almost certainly his own skin 
depend upon ‘a German vic- 
tory.

It 
jvas uncanny driving In the darkness 
through an unknown town with the 
siihoucttes of nothing but burnt-out 
houses with the sky showlng through 
all the windows—lIlke siulls Instead 
of faces, 

After wading through deep mud, 
I at last reached an‘army hut where 
IT was given supper by the local 
commander anid pur on “heaps ~ 
straw, 

This morning I drove 
town that looked Ike a 
‘piece of Stepney. 

The army was generally taking 
are of people whose homes had been 
burned. But In the villages around, 
life seemed to go on strangely 
rormully despite the fact that many 
thousand roofs had‘ been blown away 
by the blast ond humerous croters 
in thé rondsides, 

No Man's Land ; 

THere were plys, geese und hens 
on the road, But things were dif- 
ferent after entering the country 
which is either no man's land or 
occupied by Germans who have 
systematically ‘destroyed or taken 
away all the Ivestock which there 
was no time to evacuate before they 
arrived, 

In no man's land one of the flercest 
battles was fought In wide fields of 
over-ripe flax and rye still uncut. I 
got to the village which was the 
centre of this battle. Nothing jg left 
but a few burned stumps. Called 
Ushakovo tt stands on an advantage~ 
ous “height overlooking a semi-circie 
of woods a couple of miles distant 
which was held by the Russians. The 
Germons made this village thelr 
stronghold, 

‘Russiari” Assault 

It was the Russians who advanced 
step by step digging themselves Jn as 
they came forward during several 
weeks from three directions until the 
Germans were forced to withdraw. 

The allotments round and through 
Ushakovo are labyrinths’ of German 
trenches. Some 500 yardg distant are 
the lines, rapidly constructed by 
night, of the Russian trenches and tn 
between these ore indentations where 
the advancing Russian soldiers duck- 
ed when approaching the German 
lines, 

The terrain occupied by the Ger- 
mans is.lke a lunar landscape with 
shell craterg proving the accuracy of 
the Russian artillery. The fierceness

Mournful Scene 

The German bodies which filled 
numerous shell-holes are now covcr- 
ed up. Around this mournful scence, 
the uncut rye flelds and’ potato 
patches grown in a now non-existent 
village, whips the autumn rain, ‘The 
ground is littered with the remains 
of German cquipment, newspapers, 
tin hats and even private lotters still

There {is also wreckage of a Ger- 
man ormoured car and the carcase of 
a horse. . 

A couple of miles north was the 
German observation post, quarry 
sliced Into the side of a hilllock with 
well made galleries and dug-outs fur- 
nished with furniture stolen from the 
villages, Above it were the German 
artlWery positions. It was a strong 
point protected by a stream ond the 
construction and equipment Ieft the 
impression of great thoroughness and 
efficiency.

the leader of them all, Ad- 
miral Darlan, hope to es- 
cape? ' This is not a’ British 
threat, and I am only telling

‘error Raid 

I travelled to-day olong the road 
where the Germans retreated before 
abandoning Yelnya. 1 started in the 
«morning from Dorogobuzh, which has 
never been In Germiun hands, but 
‘which was almost completely destroy- 
ed by terror roids during July. It 
«was uncanny driving In the darkness 
through on unknown town with the 
{sllhoucttes of “hothing but. burnt-out 


houses with the sky ‘showing through 
all the windows—like skulls Instead 
of faces. : 

After wading through deep mud, 
1 at lost reached an army hut where 
I was given supper .by ‘the local 
commander and put on heaps of 
straw,

lcare of people whore homes had ‘been 
burned.

No:Man’s Land é 


There were pigs, geese and hens 
on tho rond, But things were dif- 
ferent after entering the country 
which. Ig either no man's land or 
occupied by Germans who have 
rystemntically destroyed or taken 
away alt the Hvestoclt which there 
wag no time Yo evacunte before they 
arrived, : 

“In no man’s land one of the fiercest 
battles was fought in wide fields of 
over-ripe flax and rye stllJ uncut. I 
got to the village which was the 
centre of this battle. Nothing is left 
but a few burned stumps. Called 
Ushnakovo it stands on on advantage- 
ous height overlooking a’ semi-circle 
of woods a couple of miles distant 
which wag held by the Russians, The 
Germans mode this village their 
stronghold. . és ‘ 

Russian Assault 

It was the Russlans who advanced 
step by step digging themselves In as 
they came forward during several 
weeks from three directions until the 
Germans were forced to withdraw. 

The allotments round and through 
Ushnkovo are labyrinths of German 
trenches. Some 500 yards distant are 
the Ines, rapldly constructed by 
night, of the Russian trenches and In 
between these are indentations where 
the advancing Russian soldlers duci- 
ed when npproaching the German 
lines. 

The terrain occupied by the Ger- 
mans is like a lunar landscape with 
shell craters proving the accuracy of 
the Russian ortillery. The flerceness 
of the fight Is shown by the large 
mound fenced off and decorated with 
Mr branches and wild flowers where 
hundreds of Russlan soldiers were 
buried. 

Mournful Scene _ 

The German bodies whlch fAlled 
numerous shell-holes are now cover- 
ed up. Around this mourntul scene, 
the -uncut rye fields nnd potato 
patches grown In a now non-existent 
village, whips the autumn rain. The 
round is Uttercd with the remains 
of German equipment, newspapers, 
tin hota and even private letters still 
legible despite the rain, : 

There is also wreckage of a Ger-~ 
man armoured car and the curcase of 
a horse, : 

A couple of miles north was’ the 
German observation post, o-. quarry 
sliced into the slide of a hillock with

Crossing The Milo. 

Along the Milo River, the Japanese 
attempted crossings at four different 
points, namely,-the main unit total- 
ling, over 3,000 men from the Chang- 
lochich sector, the Ieft wing conslst- 
ing of about 1,000 men from Wukou 
further up the Milo, and two more 
from below Changliochich at Hsin- 
shih and Kwelyi, . 

The central column has suffered 
most heavily from Chinese sunfire. 
However, the Invaders are still mak- 
ing desperate efforts to imaintain o 
foothold. The Wukou ‘unit has lost 
more than 400 killed and wounded 
and it is now invested by the Chinese. 
The Hslnshih unit of 2,000 men is 
now on the defensive, while the 
Kwelyi unit has been driven back 
to the north bank of the Milo River. 

Many Vessels Sunk 

During the past three days, the 
enemy attempted In vain to land 
troops by naval craft from the Tung- 
tings Lake in the Yingtien, Liulin and 
Liulintan sectors at the mouth of the 
Hsiang River to the west of the 
Canton-Hankow Railway, In ¥Ing- 
tlen alone, 89 motor: launches and 
more than 20 wooden vessels have 
been sunk as well'as over 500 Japan- 
ese troops killed. .
